NEW YORK, (AP)—An American Overseas Airlines — 
plunged in flames in the wilds of Newfoundland Thursday, and 
hours later the coast guard said rescue parties reported the 39 


persons aboard were dead. 


The coast guard said the brief message telling of the 
worst commercial airline accident in U.S. history was re- 


ceived at 12:50 p.m. It said 


helicopters were en route to 


Stephenville, 10 miles from the crash, to take airline, coast 
guard and army officials to the scene.

BLACKPOOL, Lancs., England, ; 
(Reuters)—The first Conservative 
party conference since the 1945 
landslide election of the Labor party 
opens here Thursday and observers 
consider it significant there is 
no motion on British foreign policy 
among the numerous resolutions 
tabled for consideration, 

It is pointed out one element 
of the Labor party has frequently 
attacked its own leadership on 
foreign policy issues, complaining 
that by maintaining continuity of | 
foreign policy, the Labor party is, 
in effect, operating a Conservative 
foreign policy, 

Many critics among the younger | 
generation regard Winston 
Churchill, present leader, as an 
out-of-date imperialist but there 
is plenty of fight in the old leader 
and it is felt none of the young 
blood has either the courage or 
the ability yet to challenge him. 
Nor are they agreed to who should 
replace him. 

Sir David Maxwell Fyfe, British

PARIS, (CP)-—State Secretary} 
James Byrnes of the United States | 
said Thursday “the conflict of 
viewpoints among the Allies” is 
serious, but he echoed a_ recent 
tatement by Prime Minister Stalin 
that there is no immediate dan- 
ger of war. 

Mr, Byrnes spoke at a luncheon 
the American club in Paris. 
“After every great war has been 
won by the combined efforts of | 
many nations, there has been aj} 
conflict among the Allies in the 
making of peace,” Mr. Byrnes said. 
“It would be folly to deny the 
seriousness of the conflict in 
viewpoints among the Allies after 

this war. 

“To ignore that conflict or min- 
imize its seriousness will not solve 
the conflict nor help us along the 
road to peace. 

“To exaggerate that conflict and 
its seriousness, on the other hand, 
only makes more difficult the res- 
olution of the conflict.

Three Freed German Leaders 
To Be Moved to British Zone 


(AP)—Franz von 
Papen, Hans Fritshe and Hjalmar 
Schacht, the three Nazi leaders 
acquitted by the international mili- | 
tary tribunal, will be escorted to 
the British zone Thursday night or 
Friday by American military per- 
sonnel, defence counsel said, 

All three will be taken to Ham- 
burg, from whence Schacht, former 
German financier, will proceed to 
his home in Schleswig-Holstein, 
counsel said. 

Fritsche, former deputy propa- 
ganda minister, sent his wife to 
Hamburg Wednesday, and express- 
ed hope she would be there when 
he arrived. 

Anton Pfeiffer, chief de-Nazifica- 
tion officer for Bavaria, announced 
he had been instructed to give the 
three a guarantee of “safe conduct,” 
protecting them from arrest by Ger- 
man de-Nazification courts in the 
American zone. 

The protection granted the three 
from prosecution by courts in the

Van Mook, who was born in Java, 
has extended the hand of concilia- 
tion so far to the rebellious public 
that he has left himself wide open 
to criticism from Netherlands right- 
ist parties, 

“As soon as I can find some basis 
for a peaceful agreement, I shall 
demobilize Dutchmen from Japan- 
ese prison camps, who have been 
remobilized into service because of 
our lack of manpower,’ Van Mook 
said. 

Want Prisoners Freed 

The republic’s officials have re- 
peatedly held up freeing wartime 
internees of all sexes and ages, 
claiming that Holland has no right 
to use former prisoners of war to 
recover its prewar powers. 

“What is really needed for peace 
is organized resistance by the civil 
population against banditry and 
violence,” said Van Mook. “To es- 
tablish such resistance we need to 
win political sympathy on the other 
side of the lines. But such sym- 
pathy cannot be expected unless we 
are in a position to give it some 
support.” 

Apparently referring to the fact 
the Dutch have only 1,000 troops for 
each 1,000,000 of teeming Indonesia 
peoples, Van Mook said: “You can- 
not provide protection when you 
have insufficient men for its sup- 


port.” 
Governor Hopeful 

Having last interviewed the act- 
ing governor-general in Bandoeng 
early in March, 1942, as Japanese
